However, Alan Roe’s Music on SW skeds show at 0800 Fridays 5850 
instead, as I found later, too late to check today. In that case, 
replaces WORLD OF RADIO! at 0830. Leaving us only on 5010, maybe 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 7780, Dec 25 at 0800, WRMI presumably starting V of 
Indonesia relay on VP signal, but I hear the same 10+second noise 
burst at first that infests WOR transmissions on 7780 WRMI-13. 
However, different Systems are scheduled, C at 0800, D at 0030. BTW, 
7730 seems off again, no trace despite 24h schedule // 15770 toward 
Europe (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 9395, Dec 25 at 1557, now this WRMI frequency is absent; 
still TOMBS on 9455; 9955 also off despite supposed Sunday extension. 
Something's odd at Okee (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 4980, Dec 26 at 0433, WRMI S9+25/30 with news about Ukraine 
by computer voice which mispronounces some words; 0435 outro as from 
Alexander on WRMI Legends. Items seem current rather than legendary 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) WRMI vs USAGM and jamming: see CHINA [and 
non] 


xx US A. 9955, Dec 27 at 0132, this WRMI-3 is S9+20 of dead air! And 
still so at 0156 recheck. Sked shows ‘Circuit Rider’ is supposed to 
air at 0130-0200 UT Tue-Fri. I’m fairly certain it’s about 
gospelhuxtering rather than electronix (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 9329.761, Dec 22 at 0739, WBCQ/WLCR in English at S9/+10, 
way off-frequency the lowest yet. 


The winds here are howling, 40 mph gusts forecast, as intermittent 
noise appears on MW & SW, probably rattling power lines; and we are 
headed for extreme windchills like -24 F, and lows circa zero F, Thu & 
Fri. 


9329.838 is where Maine SDR finds it at 1917 Dec 22. Despite proximity 
ought to be in skip zone, but S9/+15 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 
2170) 


xx US A. 9329.8v, Dec 23 after 2200, WBCQ-6 SuperStition is off 
again; wonder what’s wrong now? 


7489.9v, Fri Dec 23 at 2250 I catch the last dekaminute of ‘Behaviour 
Night’ ancient music, good reception direct in all-dark winter path; 
2300 Sir Scratchy finishes and this WBCQ carrier cut immediately: 
strange but obviously deliberate: why? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. (7489.9v), UT Sat Dec 24 from 0100 on WBCQ webcast, 
“AAAWWW’, another new live show; Angela always suspects her mike isn’t 
really on, but confirmed it is. It’s 46 degrees in Deland of Fla, 
really chilly for them and going down further. Discussion of how Dec 
25 as Xmas was just chosen by the RCC as admittedly no one knows when 
JC was really born. 


Against more giga$ of aid for Ukraine. They continue to denigrate 
President Biden as an incompetent ‘‘puppet’*. They imagine that if 
Txxx* were in power, he would broker peace between Ukraine and Russia.

At 0145, datestamp as 23 of Dec, YOOLF 2022, from Studio 9 in 
Fla where temp is descending into the 30s. Angela worx at horse farm, 
Deep Creek Stables, Didion Springs, and they are blanketing the 
horses, not used to such frigidity. 0147 reads more emails than usual, 
none contradicting their politix but reinforcing. No Free Radio Weekly 
to quote since Dave Turnick is rotating editor this week and never 
finishes it until next morning, after the 0000 UT deadline. 


0152, explanation of WBCQ outages: really high winds cause power to 
trip off every half hour all day, which is hard on transmitters, 
especially the SuperStition, so Al orders 9330 turned off until the 


winds die down. Electrical grid around there is 100 years old except 
for WBCQ part reconstructed a few years ago. Unfortunately, WBCQ’s own 
2-megawatt Diesel generator is not yet operational. It has a 
30-kilogallon fuel tank, with heaters to keep the Diesel from gelling, 
and in well-insulated building. 


They run over into Hal Turner time again, JIP about 0202. I wanted to 
hear his opening whether he still claim to be on KYAH 540 in Utah, 
which has changed ownership/calls but is currently off the air, not 
even 13 watts at night; so I check his website where indeed KYAH is 
still shown as his only domestic affiliate along with SW WRMI and 
WBCQ.

At 0734, S7/S9 of dead air 
also on 6159.937, exactly same offset (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 9330-, Dec 25 at 1558, WBCQ-6 is still/again off; too windy 
yet, or what? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 7490v, Sun Dec 25 at 2310, WBCQ in “UBMP* featuring some 
naughty Xmas tunes. I try to listen to WBCQ webcast: it’s running but 
just barely modulated! Not enough to hear with all my volumes at max. 
Likewise for ‘Le Show’ at 0000 Dec 26. So forces me to listen on SW, 
direct or via remotes, like $9+10/15 into Maryland. Rechecked later, 
stream still JBM past 0500, like that for 6+ hours?! Direct reception 
was sufficient for ‘Marion's Attic’ until 2300 (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx US A. 6160-, Dec 26 at 0703, WBCQ S9 with rock music, certainly 
not usual TOMBS after-hours of Area 51 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 9330-, Dec 26 at 0707, WBCQ-6 SuperStition off the air, and 
no Cuban spy either on Monday. Still no WLCR at 1717. What’s the 
problem now? Surely not still too windy. Closest NWS info to 
Monticello is Houlton AP where it’s west at 14 gusting to 24 mph 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 5130-, UT Wed Dec 28 at 0100, WBCQ 7490 programming 
temporarily here while the 7490- transmitter is out of order. 
Confirmed as on sked, the South Sudan Messianic who wants to put a SW 
station on air there, ‘Operation Nehemiah Missions With Messianic 
Rabbi William Levi'*. Copy is tough because of his accent and some 
overmodulation distortion. 7490 webcast was restored after dead air 
there too, but will it still be running even tho SW is on 5130? (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 9330v, Dec 28 at 2216, WBCQ-6/WLCR is still/again off. No 
twits from AW to explain this now nor 7490 downage (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xk US A. 5085, Dec 22 at 0330 check, no signal yet from WTWW, tho 
WRMI Legends has skidaddled back to 4980. 


At 0541 via George McClintock: *‘George is authorized usage of 5085 
and 9475 kHz for WTWW. Regards, Tom Lucey’* of FCC. 


*“George, That's a rather informal note -- Good; from when? Did not 
hear any 5085 tonight. Glenn’ ° 


““His full e-mail is as good as a license to broadcast. George 
McClintock 12-22-2022°°. 


WTWW back on 5085, Dec 22 at 2355, as George calls me to check on the 
spurs he’s working to eliminate: still there now and a bit stronger 
than last time, 5072.1 & 5097.9; SFA PPPP programming and stays on 
past 0206 check. He does not have programming arranged yet for daytime 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 2170) 


*xk US A. 5085, Dec 27 circa 0030, the real WTWW is on with PPP, and 
at 0056 check, still the JBA carrier spurs plus/minus 12.9 kHz, as I 
check them for George who also tells me that Ted had not even 
registered frequencies for #1 transmitter, altho that was what SFA was 
paying him to run (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 13845 & 15825, Dec 22 at 1617, NO signals from these WWCRs. 
K index at 15 was only 3. Must be OFF or there would at least be JBA 
carriers. 12160 is still inbooming S9+30 and the other WWCR 9980 is 
also silent as it has been most days lately. Survey of other USignals 
finds normal reception from WRMIs, 13820 R. Marti, 15755 WINB DRM, 
even JBA 15555 USB WJHR. At 1652 I check Maine SDR for WWCR and it too 
is hearing nothing but 12160. At 1916, however, all 4 WWCRs are on and 
into Maine SDR (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 4840, Dec 23 at 0739, S9+20/30 of dead air from WWCR, while 
5935 is normal, the only WWCR succeeding, as 3215 & 5890 are scheduled 
off overnight except weekends - tho 5890 caught with algo Thu Dec 15 
at 0742. Something's abnormal in Nashville. FWIW, 9980 TOMBS is on at 
1647 Dec 23 rather than silent most of the day; 12, 13 and 15 also on 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 770 kHz, Dec 25 at 0217 UT, I hit here on a routine 
bandscan, without really trying, KATL again, ad for M&A*’s Convenience 
Store in Miles City. At first I thought it was Emily's. There is an 
M&A chain, but further research leads to M&H in Miles City! Good they 


have lots of local ads. Montanan must still be stuck on 10 kW ND day 
facility, accidentally or deliberately? dominating 770: 50 kW KKOB NM 
nulls thisaway toward WABC and 50 kW ND WABC too far, beyond 2 
megameters. Note to eds.: *‘thisaway’* is American slang, not two 
separate words (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 1100 kHz, WCGA in Woodbine, SE Georgia scheduled for a 
special DX test Dec 24 at 0500-0700 UT. I heard it last time in April, 
but check again and record for a QSL. 0608 tune in, tone sweeps upward 
audible under WTAM Cleveland, even before I null it on the rotatable 
DX-398 with internal antenna only. WTAM is 50 kW ND; WCGA is a 10 kW 
ND daytimer. 0609, continuous 1 kHz tone; 0610 sweeps upward. I record 
at 0618-0623 and later can just barely make out Morse code VVVs and at 
0621, WCGA several times. Here's my 2-minute clip I will be submitting 
as evidence for eQSL:

xk VANUATU. 7260, Dec 23 at 0734, RV is S8/S9 with flutter but VP, 
still here, not 5040 or 3945 and multiples (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx VANUATU. 7260, Dec 24 at 0729, RV is S7/S9 with flutter on my 
generous meter but JBA YL talk. Rodney Johnson, got it better, WOR 
iog:

Outstanding 
reception the whole time; nicely readable; probably my best ever 
reception. My audio posted at bit.ly/3YQ7SqE --- Ron California’ ° 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk VANUATU. 7260, Dec 27 at 0715, R. Vanuatu with JBA music at S8/S9. 
Quite reliable here lately rather than on better-heard 11835 = 3 x 
3945 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx VANUATU. 7260, Dec 28 at 0722, JBA carrier reconfirming RV is still 
here instead of 5040 or 3945 and harmonix (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 970, Dec 25 at 0222 UT, plug for unitedchurch.ca - soa 
Canadian? NO, not a single one on 970. Seems to be 
indigenous-orientated, but I wonder outgrowth of which sect? Or 
deliberately nondenominational. Of a few USA RELs on 970, could merely 
be our closest, KCFO Tulsa. But detailed websked shows the nauseating 
Sebastian Gorka now (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 1017 kHz, Dec 26 at 0712 UT, JBA carrier I would like to 
think be TONGA already post-sunset, but no lower 9/kHz splits, not 
even 846 Kiritimati which could be off. At 0715, unusually detect a 
few more at topend, 1503, 1539, 1584, unlikely Pacificans. Only TA 
country all four have in common is Spain, 5 or 10 kW synchros of RNE5 
or SER. But then there is Spain on most frequencies (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA 9/kHz split MW carrier search, Dec 27 
at 0322 UT: only 684 & 855, Spain the usual suspects. No others in 
quick scan of entire MW band, but NAmQRM splash is fierce. 


Except there is a het upon CHHA 1610 Toronto, about 1610.65. Could be 
local birdie but if so never noted before. Or an off-frequency TIS/HAR 
somewhere on this otherwise ‘clear’ channel, or a pirate. Except for 
CHRN Montréal, which I never hear, exactly blocked on the way by CHHA. 
Anyone else with anything on 1610.65? Not until 0515 UT do I check it 


on Missouri SDR: CHHA only (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 1610.65 kHz, Dec 28 at 0733, JBA carrier again as het to 
1610.00 CHHA Toronto; I ask again, is anyone else hearing it? (Glenn 
Hauser OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 5051.0, Dec 26 at 0659, open carrier of S8/S9 at this 
strange spot, while NO US or Cuban signals above 5000, and 4980 WRMI 
also absent (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Re my 5051.0 open carrier Dec 26, Ron Howard replies: 
““Hi Glenn - I also heard the open carrier on 5051.0, on Dec 26. Then 
on Dec 27, checked at 0737 UT and noted: 5020 - SIBC; 5025 & 5040 - No 
Cuba; 5051.0 - UNID weak carrier still here! Listened for a while and 
heard no audio; 5055.0 - Radio 4KZ (Australia) still on this 
frequency. Ron California’* (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 5051, Dec 28 at 0726, S7/S9 open carrier still here. Ron 
Howard has also been hearing it. Maybe not SWBC but an idle ute, such 
as RTTY on standby (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
